Judge Matt O'Doherty will bava tba 
thanks of the Humane Society all over 
the world for a dedaion rendered at the 
joint session of the Jefferson Circuit 
Court last Saturday. It was on the sub- 
ject of docking horses, and Judge 
O'lioherty held that the practice is 
clearly againat the law. The qneation 
cane up ia tbia way: Dn, A. D. and 
Fraak T, Biaaaaun, tba wall knowa 
tratariaary aatgaooa, aoad Joaaph B. 
Oathright ia a Maglatrata'a coart for 
alleged to be due for docking the 
tails of hia two carriage horaes. Mr. 
Oathright filed an answer and counter- 
claim against the Kisenmans for f'tOi), 
thereby transferring the action to the 
Circnit Court. In his counterclaim Mr. 
Gathrigbt set up the plea that the Eisen- 
mana bad aone the docking in a rough 
and aaakillad aianaer; that tba horaea 
praaaatcd aa narightly appaaraaca, and 
he waa aaable to aaa nan for eight 
moatha. 

In hia decision Judge O'Doherty holds 
that neither plaintiff is entitled to relief. 
He quotes Section l'24ii of the atatutes, 
which reads: "If any person beat, tor- 
ture, use or otherwise mistreat any borae 
or any other beast, whether it be their 
own or that of any other peraan, he ahall 
be aubject to a fine of aot laaatbaa|10 
nor more than $100." 

"Docking," declarea Judge O'Doherty, 
"waa a work of nnneceaaary . cruelty. 
There can be no room f9r doubt nnleaa 
the alleged style CtMtoaMry aad ap- 
proved among faahlonable borae owVera 
can be held to justify it. The court is 
unwilling to hold that a .statute may be 
repealed by a fad. That it was violated 
by both plaintiff and defendant seems 
clear. The borae's tail, aa every one 
knowa, ia of immanac value to him, bia 
only arm of defaaaa againat fliea -hicb 
annoy him greatly la thia clinata. The 
act of chttiag or dockiog ia eratl ia 
itself and atill more m ita conacqnence. 
It is too well settled to need citation of 
authorities that a ri^ht of action can not 
accrue to a party out of violation of the 
law. It is also well settled that where 
both parties have violated the law the 
court leaves them where il finds them 
and refuaea to give either relief. The 
caae will be diamiaaed when placed oa 
the trial docket."

The British Cabinet meeting that had 
t>een looked for with more than usual 
political interest was celd in London, 
b\it I'remicr Baifour did not resign, aa 
many had expected he would. Thia 
wou'd have precipitated the ditaolution 
of Parliament and bronght about a gea- 
eral electioa early in the ooariag year. 
Juat what will bappaa ao oaa «aana to 
know, aaleaa it la Balfoar binadf. One 
thing ia cartaia — he and hia ministry 
bava aot the confidence of the people. 

Joaeph Chamberlain's tariff reform policy 
seema to be gainiiiK favor in many quar- 
ters and this has addeil to Balfour's dis- 
comfort. The Premier, it appears, wanta 
to hold on to hia job aa long aa poaatble. 
While hia political opponenta are clamor- 
ing for bin to raalga, Balfour appeara in 
no hurry. It waa alao thought that the 
majority of bia CaMaat woaM tender 
tbetr reaignatioBB at tha recant meeting. 
On the contrary, all aaen to be 'glued to 
their ji.hs. In all probability Parliament 
will soon meet only to adjourn aine die. 
This will meau not only its dissolution, 
but likewiae the downfall of the Balfour 
Miuiatry. 

The queatiou of interest to the Iriah 
people is: What relief will Ireland get 
aa the reanit of Balfonr'a downfall? 

Neither tba Libarala aor tha UnioniaU 
aeem to agree among themaeWea on what 
policy to purane . regarding Ireland. 
Spanking at Stirling, in Scotland, on 
Thnraday of Iaat week, SirlHenry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, lea<ler|lof the Liberal 
party, outlined his party 's'Ipolicy, and 
among ofur things proposed home rule 
for Ireland. Two days later Locd Jitoae- 
bery, another leader of the Liberala, re- 
pudiated the home rule policy proposed 
by Sir Henry Campbcll-Bannerman. In 
aapeecta delivered at Cornwall be aaid: 
I am oppoaed to hone rule for Ireland, 
not only on high oonatitutlonal reaaona, 
but alao becauae I dcaire tba welfare of 
the Iriah people. I state emphatically 
and explicitly that I will never aenre 
under the home rult- lianner." 

Still later, on Monday of this week. 
Sir Edward Gray, who was I nder Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affaira in the Liberal 
adminiatration of 1892 to 1895, in a 
apacch at New Caatle, attempted to diaai- 
pata tha widcapread inpreaaioa that tha 
poaitlona Uken by LordSRoaabary aad 
Sir Henry Campbell-banncman are irra> 
concilable. However, he did not succeed 
very well in his efforts. Gf«y thinka 
that Lord Rosebery put a wrong con- 
struction on Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man'a utterances, yet he himself is op- 
poaed to home rule for Ireland. Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman in a second 
daclaratloa autad ia emphatic language 
that tba oaly way to baal tba diffionltiea 
of blah govaranaat waa to give Ireland 
the management of ita owa affaira. 

Still another speaker, Auatin Chaubar- 
Isin, announces that the criaia ia the 
Cabinet exists only la tba In ag la a H oa o( 
the newspapers. 

Aa a consequence it ia very hard to 
predict what will happen next and when 
the aaat gaaaral election will take place.

Priests of the Covington diocese are 
spreading the light of true faith in the 
mountains of Eastern Kentucky. Tbeae 
zealous misaionariea are meeting witb 
yreat success. They find the moBaUiaeera 
tractable and indnakrioaa. Tha greeted 
part of tbia ffliadoaary work baa baea 
confiaed of late to tbe Rev. Patbera 
Thomaa D. Cooaay aad WlUiam T. 
Punch. Recently Father Punch haa been 
transferred from the mountain missions 
to the pastorate of the church at Rich- 
mond, where hia work will be somewhat 
leas arduona. 

Father Cooney, who ia atill engaged in 
tbe mountains, writes intercdingly to 
the Kentucky Irish Amencan concerning 
hia work and tbe fervor of bia widely 
scattered flo^. Be telle aa tbat the 
CathoUoa of BaattyvUIe will celebnte 
toBUMTOW la a worthy manner tbe anui- 
venary of the dedication of their little 
church of All Sainta. It is built upon a 
mountainside, a most pictun ^(|ne sjxjt, 
commanding a splendid view of tbe aur- 
rounding country and overlooking the 
Kentucky river, which winds along the 
beautiful vslley below. On the dome of 
the church the gildad cross, raiaed high 
above the dlUga, caa be seen for aiilea 
aroBBd, aad aa theaaa'a raya fall apoa it 
it attrada tbe eyea of the travatlr. 

Since the dedication of tbe church last 
year by tbe Right Rev. Bishop Maes he 
has visited it twice, confirming in all 
fifty-eight souls, most of them converts. 
Their ages range from fourteen to eighty- 
five years. It was a scene long to be r^ 
mcnilicrtd, ,Mic that hrcjnglit t1^aji,.(«^hc 
eyes of many present when they saw Old 
men and women kneel side by ride with 
their children and grandcbildraa, wbilf 
tbe good Bia]^op, wftta uplifcad haada. 
invfcM tbe aplrit of Ood to atraagthca 
aad perfed them. 

For the first time tbe mountain Catho- 
lics had aeen a Bishop, worshiped iu a 
church or assisted at high mass. As one 
old mountain woman remarked: "It 
was a sight for sartiii." She wondered 
how she could have seen it all and lived. 

It ia a remarkable exairple of the 
preservation of faith that during all 
these' intervening yeara remote from 
dvilisation, without the miniatratioaa of 
a pried, aarroaaded by Protaatoat ia- 
flneacaa, tbeae few good people rcUined 
thdr faith aad handed it down as the 
richest inherance of their children. The 
Catholic population is indeed small in 
these mountains, not more than 150 in 
eleven counties. All denominations are 
represented, even tbe Salvation Army, 
though tbe Baptists are in the majority. 
Proteatoata bava apeat nadi moaey and 
eneigylaeaptariag tbe amaataiaa aad 
streagtbeaiag thdr atroeghold. Bat that 
was beftee tba Catholic priest made hia 
appearaaee aad apread the light of the 
one true faith. The jinest was regarded 
as quite a curiosity in many parts of the 
mountains, but today the coutrivancea 
made use of in the time of A. P. Aism to 
apostatize Catholica and binder coover- 
aions, while still in use, have been ren- 
dered leaa effective. With mtaaioaarica 
upon tbe ground to anawer tha cbargea 
aiade by enemlea of tbe fdtb, to, chd- 
laage their booaaty, to flli^ beck tbe lie 
iato tbdr noatha, tbay ere aot half so 
aatogoaiatic. Bifota are poor fighters 
la tbe opea. Good bnabwhackers per- 
haps, bnt doomed to defeat in the end. 
The opposition to the establishment of 
Catholicity in the mountains has been 
weakened by the succeasfnl erection o: 
a Catholic church, and the Catholic peo- 
ple by their example, tbdr faith and 
worka have awakened the intered of tbe 
better claaa of minds ia the monataiaa. 
Much work ia accompllahed by the mia- 
rionariea by vidtiag tba ownntain homea, 
carrying tbe aaoeaaarlaa for saying maaa 
at private honaes, eoavcrting every avail- 
able article of furniture into an altar, 
preaching and instructin<; continually in 
the catechism. Up to the present there 
have been eighty-five baptisms. The fami- 
lies are large and no evidences^fr 
suicide are apparent.

Colleges have paid too 
much attention to football and too 
little to educating the minds and 
hearta of their sthdents. Roughs 
and brutes have been allowed to 
matriculate at some of these uni- 
versities not because they desired 
an education but because they were 
being paid to play on the football 
team. Dishonesty has no place in 
college life, and the sooner the fsc- 
ulties find that out the better it 
will be.for a ll concerned. 

OOD SAVE THB KINO. 

The twenty years' sleeps of Rip 

Van Winkle has been outdone. 
The Dublin correspondent of the 
London Times Is awtke to the Ifect 
that there is disloyalty tu King 
Edward in Ireland. The whole 
^orld has known that the Irish 
love for England nor her 
kings since Strongbow set foot in 
that sainted isle. If an American 
correspondent bad the hardihood 
to write his paper thai the IrMi 
were disloyal to England he would 
have been fired forthwith. Listen 
to this from the Dublin correspond- 
ent of the I<ondon Times: 

"Simultaneous with the growth 
of the Gaelic League — the fact is 
indispuuble, however streonotisly 
the connection nuy ha denied— 
there has been an alarming increase 
in the ptiblic expression of disloy- 
"alty in Ireland. The posting of 
anti-recrniting placards is one deu< 
onstration of it; the open treason 
talked at many meetings of public 
bodies is another; another and per- 
haps the most sijgniificaot is the 
assertion by many Nationalists of a 
right to have the national anthem 
excluded from any ftmctioa in 
which they are adced to take part. 
The anthem is never sung at purely 
Nationalist gatherings, and it is 
nearly always sang at purely loy- 
alist meetings, but readers of the 
Times would be surprised to learn 
from how many mixed social func- 
..tiotia it has disappeared of 
late, owing to the fear of 
'scenes.' A sensible pronounce- 
^ment by the Roman Catholic hier- 
rchy would ba most valuable at 
^his juncture, but this is not to be 
expected. Whatever the views of 
individual prelates may be, the 
hierarchy as a whole is no active 
preacher of loyalty in Ireland. In 
this respect the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Tnam ia a voice cry- 
ing in the wilderness, and crying, 
it is to be feared, in vain.
